Cedars moves (Paper 26) unopposed to amend its specification to note National 
Institutes of Health support for and United States government interests in the invention. 
The amendment will not further a decision on priority between the parties, so no action 
will be taken by the Board. A copy of the motion and of this order will, however, be 
entered into the record of Cedars' 08/981 ,998 application in case allowable claims 
survive this interference. The motion is also interpreted as an amendment pursuant to 
37 C.F.R. § 1 .602 to Cedars' statement of real party-in-interest (Paper 4). It is vital that 
parties keep such statements current since, in this case, the designation of an NIH 
interest requires recusal of one Trial Section administrative patent judge.
